Ken's Sanitation truck bucket was up and hit railroad bridge while traveling underneath.  While towing 
vehicle away uphill hydraulic fluid leaked out.

Approximately 5 gallons of hydraulic fluid entered storm drain.  Floor dry was applied.  Fargo Water 
Treatment Plant notified as precaution.  

Potential Environmental Impacts: 

Hydraulic fluid entered storm drain but unlikely to impact surface water.  

Action Taken or Planned:

Fargo Street Dept and Fargo Fire Dept used floor dry on spilled area.  Dike was built around storm 
drains.  After allowing floor dry to absorb fluid, Fargo Street Dept picked up floor dry with street 
sweeper.
